Mr.  Mayor,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1940;  a year  of  great  difficulties,  unprecedented 
events  and  very  trying  conditions,  happily  surmounted. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  proceeded  normally, 
and  the  arrangements  for  the  care  of  the  evacuees  from  London  were 
working  satisfactorily  until  early  June,  when  the  Government 
Evacuation  Scheme  had  to  be  put  in  force. 

The  departure  of  the  London  evacuees,  the  evacuation  of  our 
own  school  children,  the  aged  and  bed-ridden  cases,  was  followed 
by  the  removal  of  the  blind  persons.  The  A.R.P.  arrangements  were 
in  progress  and  the  services  generally  were  being  put  into  order, 
when  the  influx  of  about  6,000  refugees  commenced.  Soon  after  came 
the  evacuation  of  Dunkirk. 

The  whole  put  a severe  strain  upon  both  the  Public  Health 
staff,  the  School  Medical  staff,  and  on  the  Matron  and  staff  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  'who  joined  forces  to  assist. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Health  Services  were  continued 
in  the  intervals,  and  sometimes  during,  the  bombing  raids. 

The  birth  rate  is  somewhat  lower  than  usual,  and  the  death 
rate  higher,  which  is  to  be  expected  in  the  circumstances.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  is  below  that  for  the  whole  of  the  country 
— 47  against  55  per  .1,000  live  births. 

A surprising  drop  in  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases 
is  noticeable  throughout  the  year. 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
four  Medical  Officers  (Ministry  of  Health)  and  one  Medical  Officer 
(Board  of  Education)  sent  to  assist  at  the  Port  for  their  untiring 
work  and  kind  co-operation  during  the  congestion  of  arrivals  at  the 
Port  and  for  their  assistance  in  other  Public  Health  and  School 
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Medical  work  generally  during  a period  of  great  stress. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Mayor, 
the  late  Alderman  Gurr,  and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  help  during  a most  unusual  year. 

To  my  colleagues  in  the  Medical  Profession,  the  General 
Practitioners,  and  to  my  staff  I offer  my  thankful  appreciation 
of  their  never-failing  co-operation  and  assistance.  Without  this 
unselfish  help  from  all  quarters  it  is  impossible  to  picture  the 
confusion  which  might  have  arisen  in  the  Port  and  Borough,  in 
spite  of  a good  deal  of  planning  to  meet  emergencies.

On  the  6th  July  the  Isolation  Hospital  unfortunately  was 
wrecked  by  enemy  bombs,  and  almost  all  the  buildings  were  rendered 
useless.  At  the  time,  I am  happy  to  say,  there  were  no  patients  in 
the  buildings,  as  they  had  been  evacuated  to  the  Ashford  isolation 
Hospital,  or  to  their  homes,  only  a few  days  previously.  The  Matron 
and  Staff  were  still  in  residence  at  the  time,  but  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  there  were  no  fatal  casualties,  and  only  a few  of  quite 
a minor  degree  of  severity  injured.

Under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme  whereby  expectant 
mothers  can  be  sent  to  Emergency  Maternity  Homes  in  the  safer 
areas,  in  1940  the  number  of  patients  who  took  advantage  of  this 
fine  scheme  was  79. 


(iv)  Health  Visitors. 

This  work  is  carried  on  by  the  three  Health  Visitors,  They 
have  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  home  conditions  of  all  who  attend 
the  Centre,  which  links  up  the  work  of  the  Centre  with  that  of  the 
Public  Health  Services  and  the  School  Medical  Department. 

After  the  evacuation  of  large  numbers  of  the  population  two 
Health  Visitors  obtained  posts  under  other  Authorities.

Cases  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  ape  Referred  to  the 
Royal  Victoria  Hospital. 

Regis tr at icn  of  Nursing  Home s . 

The  number  of  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes  registered  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  one.  The  remainder  were  closed  after  the  evacuation, 
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Evacuation  of  School  Children. 
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Tha  Government’s  decision  to  evacuate  the  school  children 
was  made  towards  the  end  of  May.  The  first  to  leave  were  the 
evacuees  from  London,  and  the  local  children  followed.  Nominal 
rolls  were  compiled  and  each  Folkestone  child  was  medically 
examined  prior  to  departure.  The  examination  of  these  children 
{4,000  approximately)  began  on  May  28th  and  was  concluded  on  the 
30th  May,  apart  from  a few  absentees,  who  were  examined  along  with 
all  the  cases  of  abnormality  on  May  31st  and  June  1st. 

The  first  train-load  of  children  left  in  excellent  order  and  with 
every  appearance  of  happiness,  suggesting  a love  of  adventure,  from 
the  Central  Station  at  9 o’clock  on  the  2nd  June. 

In  this  heavy  task  Dr.  Gale,  of  the  Board  of  Education,  Doctors 
Goodman,  Mearns , Chailon,  and  Vi/hit coiribe , of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  Dr.  Margaret  Haywood,  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
gave  me  valuable  assistance. 

Each  child  was  seen  and  suitable  labels  were  placed  upon  those 
children  who  were  suffering  from  minor  ailments,  enuresis,  unclean- 
liness, contacts  with  infectious  disease,  and  the  like,  to  guide  the 
Reception  Authority. 

The  services  of  the  Nurses  of  the  Public  Health  and  School 
Medical  staffs  were  combined  in  this  work . 

Evacuation  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Persons . 

At  short  notice  the  Public  Health  Department  was  instructed  on 
27th  June  to  make  arrangements  for  evacuating  the  aged  and  bed-ridden 
of  the  population.  Some  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  the  names  and  addresses  of  these  persons.  A nominal  roll 
was  then  drawn  up  and  the  four  Public  Health  and  School  Medical 
Nurses,  together  with  the  Matron  and  four  Staff  Nurses  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  visited  every  case  in  order  to  ascertain  whether 
or  not  these  old  people  would  give  their  consent  to  be  moved  into  a 
safe  area.  About  200  people  were  visited.  The  consenting  bed-ridden, 
very  feeble,  and  the  aged  were  duly  called-for  by  car  or  ambulance. 

In  this  1 was  ably  assisted  by  the  Air  Raid  Casualty  Services’  Trans- 
port Section,  who  loaned  the  cars  and  ambulances  for  the  purpose. 
Later,  others,  in  small  parties,  were  evacuated  under  similar  con- 
ditions. The  remainder  came  under  the  ordinary  evacuation  scheme. 

All  the:  above  cases  were  removed  to  Institutional  care,  or  to 
the  homes  of  relatives  and  friends.  I supervised  the  departure  of  the 
fleet  of  buses  and  ambulances  and  had  valuable  help  from  Matron  Hart, 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital,  her  nursing  staff,  and  of  my  own  nursing 
staff. 

The  evacuation  of  all  the  bed-ridden  took  place  along  similar 
lines  on  29th  June,  36  going  by  ambulance  and  53  as  sitting-cases  by 
bus  or  train. 

All  cases  were  removed  between  1 and  3 o’clock  and  were  provided 
with  oranges  and  plain  chocolate  for  the  journey.  A nurse  accompanied 
each  ambulance.  140  cases  were  transported  by  cars  to  the  station. 
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Evacuation  of  the  Blind. 
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While  the  aged  were  being  evacuated  this  Department 
further  undertook  the  evacuation  of  the  blind.  A list  of 
all  such  people  was  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Kent 
County  Association  for  the  Blind.  A visit  was  paid  to 
their  homes  and  those  needing  a car,  or  ambulance,  were  duly 
provided  with  this  assistance.  Out  of  a total  of  59  persons 
there  were  15  definite  refusals. 

The  Local  Secretary,  himself  blind,  whom  I visited  in  his 
home,  gave  me  the  valuable  help  of  his  local  knowledge  of  individ 
ual  cases,  and  informing  me  about  their  helplessness  or  degree  of 
dependence  upon  others. 

Evacuation  of  Expectant  Mothers . 

This  scheme,  whereby  expectant  mothers  were  enabled  to  leave 
the  town  and  go  to  a safe  area  for  their  confinement,  was  organ- 
ized by  the  County  Authority,  and  assistance  was  given  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  here.  The  number  of  expectant 
mothers  so  evacuated  to  Emergency  Maternity  Homes  during  the  year 
was  79.  The  number  registering  for  immediate  evacuation  on  31st 
May,  was  33. 


Refugees . 

Another  problem  which  had  to  be  met  and  solved  was  the  arrange 
merit  for  the  reception  and  medical  inspection  and  treatment  of  some 
6,000  refugees  from  the  Continent. 

In  this  -work  I had  the  energetic  and.  encouraging  assistance  of 
Doctors  Goodman,  Mearns,  Challon,  and  What combe , from  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Long  hours  were  spent  at  the  Port  on  this  heavy  task. 
Medical  and  dental  treatment  were  arranged,  and  in  this  I had  the 
help  of  the  ambulance  services,  the  Dental  Surgeon  at  the  School 
Clinic  (extraction  of  teeth  under  anaesthetic  was  carried  out  for 
some  French  sailors  'who  begged  for  relief  before  re-sailing.  ) and 
of  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  who  cared-for  and  treated  the  more 
serious  cases. 

The  two  Nurses  at  the  Port  had  the  assistance  of  the  School 
Medical,  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Nurses,  and  a contingent 
of  Red  Cross  Nurses,  so  that  the  whole  24  hours  of  each  day  were 
covered  by  relays  of  workers. 

Evacuation  of  Dunkirk. 


In  connexion  with  the  Dunkirk  evacuation  many  boat -loads  of 
troops  were  met  by  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  medical  staff,  who  were 
assisted  by  myself  and  the  various  nurses,  and  as  much  medical  care 
as  possible- was  given  to  all  who  needed  it.  A number  of  these  were 
accommodated,  had  their  wounds  and  injuries  dressed,  and  remained 
for  the  night  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  before  proceeding 
to  their  destination.  Everything  that  was  possible  to  do  in  the 
limited  time  for  these  men  was  done. 
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— Sanitary  Cir cunts tanoes  of  t he  Area . 

(i)  Water. 

The  Borough  water  supply  is  under  constant  observation  and 
everything  that  can  be  done  to  ensure  continued  safety  of  supply 
is  being  carried  out.  Bacteriological  analyses  have  been  satis- 
factory throughout  the  entire  year,  some  44  samples  being  taken 
by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  H.  W.  Gill,  and  approximately 
11  hy  the  Folkestone  Waterworks  Coy. 

The  results  of  the  treated  water  of  the  Upper  and  Lower 
Honeywood  Springs  were  equally  satisfactory,  32  samples  being 
taken. 


Bombed  Areas  — Water  Ana 1 yses . 


During  the  later  part  of  the  year  samples  of  water  were 
taken  from  various  parts  of  the  town  from  certain  bombed  areas 
for  analysis  to  ascertain  whether  any  pollution  of  the  supply 
had  taken  place  as  the  result  of  damage  to  sewers.  Nothing  of 
any  moment  could  be  traced.

Outbreak  of  German  Measles  amongst  the  Military- 

personnel. 

Early  in  the  year  a rather  considerable  outbreak  of  German 
Measles  occurred  amongst  the  Military,  and  this  Borough  was 
approached  to  help  in  providing  suitable  quarters  for  isolation. 

I was  able  to  accommodate  over  a hundred  cases  in  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  and  give  the  necessary  nursing  and 
treatment .

Infectious  Illness . 

During  the  period  when  shelters  were  being  used  as  night 
quarters  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  adverse  effect  upon  those 
using  them. 

Shelter  life  'would  appear  to  have  caused  no  increase  of 
infectious  or  contagious  illness. 

Shelter s — Vent i la t ion,  and  Water  Supply . 

The  ventilation  of  shelters  was  improved  in  the  Autumn, 
and  the  shelters  were  connected  to  the  water  supply  from  the 
rising  main  by  tap,  to  obviate  the  use  of  standing  receptacles.
